>^_ If you happen to have one of 


we modern single-lever faucets 
in your kitchen or bathroom, 
you don't have to worry about 
changing washers, because it 
doesn't have one. 


But the very large majority 


of houses still have the ordinary 
compression faucets, with sep- 
arate hot and cold water taps. 
That means the washer in each 
faucet eventually wears down 
and needs replacing. 


The days are gone when you 


could get a washer changed for 
a dollar or two. In* fact, re- 
gardless of the charge, it's diffi- 
cult even to get a plumber for 
such a small job. And there's no 
reason to do so. Changing a 
faucet washer is within the ca- 
pability of anyone. 


The first step is to turn off 


the water leading to the faucet. 
Most faucets have cut-off 
valves underneath the sink, one 
for the hot water, one for the 
cold. Turning the valve clock- 
wise shuts off the water. If you 
have a very old sink with no 
such visible valves, the water to 
the line must be shut off or, if 
you don't know where it is (you 
should), the valve must be 
closed at the point where the 
water line eaters the house. 


After opening the faucet 


handle all the way, the stem 
can be lifted out or screwed out. 
Where there is a nut near the 
handle, it should be loosened 
with a wrench after covering it 
with adhesive tape to prevent 
scratches. At the bottom of the 
stem you will find a chewed-«p 
washer held in place by a 
screw. Remove it. If the screw 
is so banged up that you can't 


get it out with a screwdriver, 
grip the top of it with pliers and 
turn it counterclockwise. 


Replace the washer with one 


of the same sice and put back 
everything in the reverse order 
in which it was removed.

SAIGON i A P i — Another 


U.S. Fill fighter-bomber was 
lost during a strike against 
North Vietnam early Tuesday, 
but the controversial swing- 
wing jets continued attacks 
against targets in the Hanoi 
corridor, U.S. military spokes- 
men said today. 


It was the second Fill;lost 


since the $15 million planes re- 
turned to the Vietnam war last 
month. The other loss, on Sept. 
28, resulted in the planes being 
withdrawn from combat for six 
days of tests and evaluation. 


North Vietnam reported that 


the second Fill was "blasted 


to pieces" over Vinh Phu Prov- 
ince northwest of Hanoi and the 
two crewmen were killtd. The 
U.S. Command said the two 
fliers are listed as missing and 
the cause of the crash and the 
location are unknown. 


The 
command also 
an- 


nounced that an Air Forcf F4 
Phantom crashed 
10 miles 


north of its base at Ubon, 
Thailand, just before dawn 
today while returning from a 
strike against the North. The 
two crewmen were rescued, 
and no injuries were reported. 


This raised to 114 the number 


of American planes the com- 
mand has reported lost in oper- 


ations against North Vietnam 
since the resumption of full- 
scale bombing lost April. The 
Command lists a total of 124 
U.S. airmen killed or captured 
in these crashes. 


U.S. fighter-bombers made 


more than 280 strikes against 
North Vietnam on Tuesday, hit- 
ting the transportation system, 
depots and warehouses, the 
U.S. Command said. 


Meanwhile, Lt. Gen. Nguyen 


Van Minn, commander of u> 
Saigon military region, said the 
"high point" of enemy attacks 
which began Oct. 5 had re- 
sulted in the occupation of II 


hamlets 14 to 22 miles north of 
Saigon. But he said government 
troops had retaken 15, while 
three are still contested. 


Associated Press correspond- 


ent Richard Pyle made a flying 
tour of the area and reported 
numerous hamlets in ruins 
from 
ground fighting 
and 


bombing in the last 10 days. 


Air strikes continued to ham- 


mer at known or suspected ene- 
my positions, and ground con- 
tact continued between South 
Vietnamese and enemy forces 
north, west and east of Saigon, 
but otherwise the situation in 
the capital region was generald 
ly quiet.

2. 7 million workers 


Walk softly in 
election year 


WASHINGTON (AF) - Uncle 


Sam's 2.7 million employes 
tread a fine line during the 
campaign season. 


For the most part, says the 


man who's in charge of catch- 
ing them when they slip, they 
stay well within the rules, per- 
haps sporting a campaign but- 
ton or occasionally speaking 
out for a candidate. 


But a few take the plunge 


into the partisan activity for- 
bidden by law—soliciting funds 
for a candidate, stuffing enve- 
lopes for him, engaging in the 
whole range of campaign activ- 
ity. 


Some are flouting the law 


openly in hopes of proving it an 
unconstitutional infringement 
:.pon the employes' right. 


•The real aggravating cases 


are those who say they're vio- 
lating the act and want to chal- 
lenge it," said George Koutras, 
an assistant genesal counsel of 
the U.S. Civil Service Commis- 
sion. 


In an interview, Koutras de- 


scribed the workers' response 
this year to the restrictions of 
the Hutch Act, a 1939 law de- 
signed to inoculate federal em- 
ployes against the fever of par- 
tisan politics. 


••Many federal employes just 


don't know that they're not sup- 
posed to campaign for candi- 
dates, while others know it and 
do it anyway," Koutras said. 


He cited a legal challenge 


filed by two federal employes 
in California who reportedly 
worked openly for Sen. George 
McGovern 's primary campaign. 


The Supreme Court upheld 


the act in 1947 but is expected 
to take another look following a 
2-1 decision by a U.S. District 
Court last July that it is un- 
constitutional. 


In addition to federal wor- 


kers, the act also applies to 
thousands of state and local 
government 
employes 
who 


work for agencies receiving 
federal funds. 


Few federal workers violate 


the Hatch Act, Koutras said. 
From Jan. 1 to Sept. 15 of this 
year, he added, 126 allegations 
of Hatch Act violations were re- 
ceived by the Civil Service 
Commission. 


The Hatch Act allows wor- 


kers to wear campaign buttons 
and speak for or against a can- 
didate or partisan issue, unless 
their respective agencies forbid 
it. Employes are allowed also 


to get involved in nonpartiaan 
contests and even seek office in 
nonpartiaan races. But they 
can't legally stuff envelopes, 
solicit money or votes or other- 
wise participate in a partisan 
campaign. 


The Civil Service Commission 


can impose penalties ranging 
from a 30-day suspension with- 
out pay to dismissal from of- 
fice. 


Presidential appointees are 


exempt from the act, as are 
most state and local elected of- 
ficials. But several states have 
their own laws barring employ- 
es from partisan political activ- 
ity.

TREMONT, Pa.—(NBAi- 


The Sharp Mountain C o a l 
Mine is a big hole in a hill 
surrounded by dead logs, a 
leaning shack and several 
inches of anthracite goo. It 
looks deserted. But wait. A 
noise in the tunnel. Rumble, 
rumble. The crew is coming. 


There ho is. 
The crew. 
Norman Wolfe, 53, all 5 


feet, 4 inches. 119 pounds of 
him. 


Wolfe is the one-man gang 


of the Sharp Mountain Coal 
Mine. He is the pick man, 
the shovel man, the fellow 
who does the drilling, the one 
what fires the dynamite, the 
carpenter, the loader, the un- 
loader. Norman Wolfe, 53. 
5 feet, 4 inches, 119 pounds. 
He is also the owner — and, 
along with a partner, Charles 
Lcngle, he is the whole show 
in what is a rare, admirable 
tribute to man's cussed de- 
termination: bootleg c o a l 
mining. 


Y e a r s ago, this area 


around Tremont, 465 square 
miles, was one of the most 
bristling mining areas in the 
nation. Fifty-eight l a r g e 
mines were operating at one 
juncture, employing 35,000 
workers. Times were good. 
C e a I w a s inexhaustible. 
Towns like Minersville and 
Coaldale were established. 
Places like Mt. Carbon were 
named in appreciation of the 
great black gifts from moth- 
er earth. 


But enough became too 


much, as it often does. Mine 
owners become oppressive. 
Unions became greedy. And 
as the cost of taking the coal 
out, safely, increased, the 
number of people willing to 
pay the price decreased. In 
short, the bottom fell out of 
the richest anthracite lode in 
the world. Mines closed by 
the score. Workers moved 
away by the thousands. No- 
body has been hired in deep 
mining here in the last dec- 
ade. Major companies avoid 
the region like it had a high 
water level. About the only 
real big mining left is the 
relentless (tear and scar) 
dragnet operation known as 
stripping. 


The industry is dead. 
And yet. Rumble, rumble. 


Here is Norm Wolfe, what 
there is of him, buried in 
overalls, blackened w i t h 
dust, peeking out from under 
a lamp-hat with his pick and 
shovel. One of a relative

handful of men still scratch- 
ing a living from an industry 
that was. 
"Hello, Norm." 
Nod. 
"I'm o reporter." 
Nod. 
"Mind if I ask some ques- 


tions?" 


Nod. 
Wolfe doesn't say much, 


but then, there's a reason. 
He's too busy to yak. As in 
few other endeavors, time to 
the coal bootlegger is money. 
Unlike other mining indus- 
tries, anthracite digging is 
still a grunt and groan oper- 
ation. With mechanitation, 
a soft miner averages 70 
tons of produce a day. With 
grunts and groans (hard coal 
mining doesn't lend itself to 
mechanization) an anthra- 
cite operator is lucky to get 
10. So: Don't dally. Up at 5, 
in the mine before 7, drill 
blast, dig, load, knock down, 
pick it up, and cart it away 
for the daily bread. 


Not surprisingjy, the bread 


isn't always daily for boot- 
leg miners. Wolfe, for exam- 
ple, gets 18 a ton for his ef- 
fort. If his partner is work- 
ing, they usually pull out 
b e t w e e n 15-20 tons. But 
that's not banking money. 
Out of it, they must pay a 
landlord 60 cents a ton for 
the right to dig in his moun- 
tain, they must pay a driver 


a living wage to cart the coal 
to the preparation plant, they 
must pay for the beams to 
support the drift, for the sup- 
plies to equip the premises, 
for the dynamite, for the 
generator, for the air equip- 
ment, for everything. "I'm 
lucky if I make 154,000 a 
year," says Wolfe, spitting 
out b l a c k phlegm. "You 
don't get much digging this 
stuff." 


I n d e e d . You don't get 


much money. You don't get 
much anything. Except, too 
often, grief. "There's a lot of 
worry/' says John Reilly, an 
official with the Independent 
Miners Union (1,500 mem- 
bers). First, there's the in- 
vestment, which can run as 
high as $10,000. Then, once 
you start, if you don't meet 
the federal safety standards, 
t h e r e are the penalties, 
which can run as high as 
$10,000." Also, there are the 
dangers inherent to coal 
mining: accidents, w h i c h 
claim about two fatalities a 
year in this region; and dis- 
ease, mainly b l a c k lung, 
which affects, to one degree 
to another, virtually every- 
one who works regularly in 
the mines (in one Pennsyl- 
vania County alone, Schuyl- 
kill, 11,000 people receive 
monthly allotments of black 
lung compensation). 


Finally, for worries, there 


are the unknown coal veins 
themselves. They look im- 


la the summer, warm In 


posing, but all too often turn 
out more bust than bonanza. 
Once, at another site, Norm 
Wolfe worked three weeks 
tunneling into a vein only to 
have it, and his investment, 
peter out before he could 
mine a dime. "You never 
know. You can't see the 
other side. It can pinch out, 
or drop below the w a t e r 
level, or just turn sour in 
quality and grade." 


Still and all, despite the 
hardships, the bootleggers 
survive. For the present. 
And there is no danger, at 
least, that the earth will turn 
against them too. Clyde Mac- 
hamer, president of the In- 
dependent Miners U n i o n , 
says the anthracite lode in 
Pennsylvania is still enor- 
mous. "There are 7 to 10 bil- 
lion recoverable tons of it 
left right here below our 
feet. That's a couple cen- 
turies, still, of steady work." 


And so. Norm Wolfe. And 


the others. In their Mom- 
and-Pop mines. The last of 
the doggedly self-reliant. 
Wolfe leans against his tun- 
nel, coal dust sparkling in 
the light of his lamp, his 
ebony h a n d s gripping a 
shovel; no smile, but some 
satisfaction. "It's not so bad 
in here. It's cool in the sum- 
mer and nice and warm in 
the winter. It's not so bad." 
Then he coughs, and spits 
out more black phlegm.

McGovern 'hunting' in big states 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 


Democratic presidential nomi- 
nee George McGovern la re- 
turning to his bit/etate cam- 
paign circuit today, hunting 
votes in Michigan and Ohio, 
two tec-priority targets in his 
effort to overtake President 
Nixon. 


McGovern heads for Detroit 


after a brief Washington stop to 
tape a Starinute speech on eco- 
nomic issues for a network 
campaign telecast Friday 
night. 


He is to appear tonight in 


Cleveland, for a statewide Ohio 
television appearance, and at a 
rally in Toledo. 


McGovern 
campaigned 


Tuesday in Texas, and in- 
dicated he would be back be- 
wre election day for another 
round of appearances in the 
only Southern state in which he 


is making a major push. 


During two days there, he 


hammered at assertions that 
President Nixon and his cam- 
paigners put together a "sabo- 
tage squad" to harass Demo- 
cratic campaigners. 


"I do not enjoy that part of 


campaigning which comes from 
attacking the opposition," 
McGovern said in Fort Worth. 
"I'd much rather talk about the 
issues and principles in which I 
believe. 


"But there are certain dan- 


gerous trends that have been 
sat in motion by this present 
administration that we must 
talk about because they jeop- 
ardise the freedoms and con- 
stitutional rights on which our 
system of government de- 
pends," he said 


McGovern 
campaigners 


claimed to be heartened about 


their chances in Texas. 


But John B. Connally, the 


Texan who hands Democrats 
for Nixon, said he considers the 
President's prospects there to 
be excellent. 


McGovern has made criti- 


cism of Connally. and the 
people he describes as "the 
Texas oil billionaires," a fix- 
ture in most of his campaign 
rally speeches, although he 
didn't make a point of it during 
the Texas campaign swing. 


At a Washington news confer- 


ence Tuesday, Connally said: 
"I admire a fellow that'll go 
into a man's back yard and 
take him on. It may help him, 


we'll aoe." 


White McGovern was taping 


his speech at the Capitol, his 
national campaign staff waa at 
work opening the mail. Kirby

Farmers who are counting on 


cool-season grasses and small 
grains to replace hay this 
winter should take advantage of 
soil moisture available in the 
fall, says CalvinCaldwell, 
county extension agent. 


One of the best ways to do this 


is to make sure that plant food 
is not the limiting production 
factor, he said. 


Soil tests are ideal for 


diagnosing acid soils and low 
levels of phosphorus and 
potassium. Lime and fertilizer 
applications should be made in 
the fall to correct these soil 
deficiencies, Caldwell said. 


Nitrogen is also needed at 


planting time on most soils. As 
much as 40 pounds of actual 
nitrogen may be needed to 
overcome the amount that is 
•'tied up" as sold plant roots 
and steins for the previous crop 
decay. Where soil moisture is 
adequate, up to 60 pounds of 
additional nitrogen may be 
applied in October or early 
November for maxium fall 
production. In one sense, says 
Mr. Caldwell, extra nitrogen 
can make up for late seeding. 


Applications of more than 100 


pounds of nitrogen in the fall 
could lead to nitrate poisoning 
or grass tetany in cattle. These 


problems can normally be 
avoided by holding fall nitrogen 
applications to a total of 66 to 
100 pounds of actual nitrogen, 
then 
applying 
additional 


nitrogen in February or March 
for extra production. 


The coyote or prairie wolf

Television Legs 


to Chint 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pen- 


tagon sources report that Com- 
munist freighters and tankers 
have diverted nearly 250,000 
tons of supplies to China since 
the U.S. Navy closed North 
Vietnam's ports with minefields 
last May. 


U.S. officials were unable to 


say how much of this tonnage 
actually has found its way into 
North Vietnam-the original 
destination—through pipelines 
and over roads exposed to 
heavy U.S. homing. 


They estimate the one-quar- 


ter-million 
tons 
represents 


about one-third of the supplies 
delivered by Russian and other 
Communist bloc ships directly 
to Haiphong and other North 
Vietnamese harbors in the com- 
parable period last year. 


Most of the 45 communist 


ships that reportedly dis- 
charged North Vietnam-bound 
cargo in Shanghai and several 
other Chinese ports over the 
past ftve months flew Soviet 
flags, the sources said. 


Communist-bloc freighters or 


tankers have tried to pass 
through the minefields blocking 
Haiphong and other North 
Vietnamese harbors since the 
mines were sown by U.S. Navy 
planes in early May. 


That was when President 


Nixon sought to cut off North 
Vietnam from outside sources 
of supply. 


Although they are having 


grain-crop problems, the Rus- 
sians apparently are continuing 
to send food to North Vietnam. 


Pentagon sources said Soviet 


wheat flour represents about 20 
per cent of the supplies put 
ashore in China for North Viet- 
nam. 


If it all got through to North 


Vietnam, this wheat flour 
would go far toward closing the 
normal gap between the rice 
and other foodstuffs which 
North Vietnam grows and what 
the population usually con- 
sumes. 


How much of the Russian 


wheat flour is reaching North 
Vietnam by truck la anybody's 
guess. North Vietnam's roads 
and bridges leading toward 
China are prime targets for 
U.S. bombing attacks. 


U.S. intelligence estimates 


that gasoline and other petro- 
leum products constitute about 
one-third of the cargo unloaded 
in China for transshipment to 
North Vietnam. 


Nearly half of the tonnage ar- 


riving in China by asa for 
transfer to North Vietnam is 
deacribad by U.S. officials as 
general cargo, which could in- 
clude trucks, weapons, machin- 
ery and other goods to keep 
North Vietnam going. Much of 
this travels from Europe in 
East German ships.

Former dry Mfntftr is

Appearing on a program arranged by Klwanlan Larry 


Patterson, Garland Medders, former city manager, 
spoke to the Kiwanis Club at their Tuesday'• meeting and 
discussed Hope's water and power situation. 


For years Hope has depended upon an underground 


water source for all her needs. This underground supply 
is adequate for present needs even with new and ex- 
panded industries, but the time is very near when Hope 
must have a surface water source. 


"All agree that Millwood is the very best source of 


water to be had, and it is available for our use. There's 
only one problem, that of getting the water from 
Millwood to Hope", said Medders. Engineering studies 
made some fifteen years ago show that a pick-up station, 
a pipeline, and a treatment plant would have cost SVi to S 
millions of dollars at that time. This figure is now in 
excess of 7 millions. This cost is prohibitive when 
measured against the revenues that may be expected 
from the sale of water. 


Other surface water sites have been explored. One 


north of Hope was thought to be ideal until testing of the 
soil determined that the soil was entirely unsuitable for 
holding water behind a dam. 


A site west of town has been examined and was thought 


to be quite suitable until health authorities pointed out 
contamination problems. The Water ami-Light Com- 
mission, working with the State Health Department, 
Engineers, and Medders are exploring every possibility 
for Hope to acquire a supply of surface water. 


At peak the old light plant could produce only 6,000 KW 


of electric power. Today one industry in our area 
requires more power than the old plant could have 
provided. When Hope started buying power from A. P. * 
L. the load was about 5,500 KW. Today the available 
supply is 30,000 KW, and a second sub-station is in the 
planning stage to be located in the Oakhaven area. By 
having two sub-stations or distribution points, each with 
30,000 KW capacity, Hope will be in far better condition 
powerwise should a storm knock out one of the stations. 


"Hope is growing. Her needs for water and power are 


growing. We plan to meet these needs", said Headers.

Do fruits contain cholesterol? 


CLARKSDALE, Miss. (API 


— A Clarksdale chemical com- 
pany filed suit, in U.S. District 
Court here Tuesday seeking to 
halt a ban on domestic use of 
the insecticide DDT pending an 
environmental impact satement 
on the chemical. 


Environmental 
Protection 


Agency head William Ruck- 
elhaus has banned domestic use 
of DDT at the beginning of 1973 
under an order issued in June. 


The chemical is used exten- 


sively for insect control and is 
especially popular among cot- 
ton farmers. Critics have cited 
evidence that DDT does not 
break down and that it accumu- 
lates in animals, including hu- 
mans. 


Lawyers representing chem- 


ical companies also have asked 
the U.S. 5th Circuit Court of 
Appeals in New Orleans to set 
aside a ruling against registra- 
tion for sale of DDT products 
by manufacturers. 


Twenty-seven chemical com- 


panics were involved in hear- 
ings on DDT before EPA ad- 
ministrators from August 1971 
until March of this year, a 
hearing examiner ruled in fa- 
vor of the companies' registra- 
tions of DDT products, but 
Ruckelhaus overturned the rul- 
ing. 


The companies are asking the 


appeals court to overturn Ruck- 
elhaus' decision and to rein- 
state the hearing examiner's 
decision in their favor, accord- 
ing to plaintiffs lawyer Robert 
C. Ackerly of Washington. 


The district court suit asks 


that the ban be delayed until 
the EPA has complied with re- 
quirements the companies con- 
tend must be met. 


The EPA contends it is not 


subject to requirements such as 
filing of an environmental im- 
pact statement on the order. 


Coahoma Chemical Co., of 


Clarksdale is the only firm 
named in the suit, which would 
affect all of the companies.

cholesterol content is con- 
cerned, none of the vegeta- 
bles or fruits or plants con- 
tain cholesterol. It's only an- 
imal products such as meats, 
dairy products, and eggs, 
t h a t 
contain cholesterol. 


There is no reason why your 
husband couldn't eat fruits 
and vegetables and no rea- 
son from the cholesterol or 
fat point of view why he 
couldn't drink beer. 


Your doctor may 
h a v e 


wanted your husband to go 
on a low fat. low cholesterol 
diet since ;ust limiting the 
cholesterol alone in the diet 
often won't accomplish so 
much. S u c h a diet would 
h a v e to consist of fruits, 
vegetables, lean meats dike 
round steak with all the ex- 
cess fat r e m o v e d * , fish, 
chicken and low fat or forti- 
fied skim milk, and if your 
h u s b a n d needs to lose 
weigh! he should avoid all 
high calorie foods, including 
concentrated sweets, and fat 
of any kind whether it is 
vegetable or animal. 


Without controlling obesity 


most d i e t programs are 
doomed to failure in prevent- 
ing fatty deposits in the ar- 
teries 
(atherosclerosis). A 


gradual fat reduction with 
continued prevention of obes- 
ity combined with a low fat. 
low cholesterol diet seems 
to work best. 


The most commonly eaten 


food high in cholesterol is the 


egg yolk. One yolk contains 
a bo u t 250 milligrams. A 
three and one half ounce 
i raw i serving of lean beet 
contains only'70 milligrams.

quite concerned with a skin 
condition I contracted after 
taking birth control pills for 
two years. My face became 
quite blotched and although 
I have been off the pill now 
for two years, the pregnancy 
mask which the doctor said 
would lighten up and disap- 
pear has failed to do so and 
my face is still v i v i d I y 
marked. What can I do or 
take to correct this disfig- 
uring condition? 


Dear Header—I am afraid 


that there isn't anything you 
can take. This complexion 
problem is the same that af- 
fects some women during 
pregnancy and is exactly the 
same as the pregnancy mask 
that you referred to. It is an 
increase in the normal pig- 
mentation produced by the 
sk;n. In a sense the spots are 


uiant I'n-ckles. What you're 
up against then is the same 
question as how to remove 
freckles. Staying out of the 
sun will probably help. If 
you're exposed to the sun. 
and depending on the distri- 
bution of the spots, you may 
be able to cover the individ- 
ual spots with any form of 
sun screen while not cover- 
ing the rest of the skin. This 
will help to even the tanning 
of the skin and may be of 
some benefit. 1 wish I could 
be more encouraging, but 
unfortunately, that's nature. 
They do tend to diminish or 
go a w a y in the course of 
time in most women who 
have this problem after they 
quit taking the birth control 
pill or after pregnancy.

Kissinger to meet with South VN officials in Saigon 


SAIGON (AP) - U.S. presi- 


dential adviser Henry A. Kis- 
singer WM fljrtni to Saigon 
today to Join American and 
South Vietnamese official* in a 
major Indochina political and 
military review, 
reinforcing 


speculation of a SBssltte break- 
through in negotiations for a 
cease-fire. 


Kissinger came from Paris 


where he held another secret 
meeting Tuesday with the 
North Vietnamese. It was his 
20th trip to Paris for secret ne- 
gotiations. 


Earlier today, Gen. Oreighton 


W. Abrams, the new Army 
chief of staff, arrived for a 
week-long military assessment 


of the war. 


Both Kissinger and Abrams 


were scheduled to meet with 
President Nguyen Vwi Thieu, 
but officials said they did not 
know. 


Abrams conferred after his 


arrival with Gen. Frederick C. 
Weyand, commander of U.S. 
forces in Vietnam, and Gen. 


John W. Vogt, the 7ft AJr 
Force commander responsible 
for air strikes against North 
Vietnam. 


Kissinger was scheduled to 


return to Washington after 
meeting with IWeu. 


The chief stumbling block ta 


the peace negotiations has been 
Thieu's insistence that he woaM 


never accept the Communist 
demand for a coalition govern- 
ment. There was speculation 
that Kissinger would try to con- 
vince the president to agree to 
some sort of coalition or dual 
government with the Viet Cong 
to break the deadlock. 


Thieu meanwhile, has re* 


called Ambassador Tran Kim 


Phuong from Washington and 
Pham Dang Lam from the 
Paris peace talks and has been 
conferring with them and other 
top advisers since Sunday. 


Officials in both Saigon and 


Washington will not disclose the 
substance of all these talks, 
saying only that they are In a 
serious and sensitive stage. But 


diplomats in 
claim knowledge of the Parts 
peace talks have raised the 
possibility of a Joint UJ.-North 


fore the U.S. presidential elec- 
tion on Nov. 7.
